Arrives 
Tonight 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Astronomers 
at the American Museum-Hayden 
Planetarium say autumn begins at 
11:30 p.m. EDT today. At that time 
the sun will be directly over the 
equator. 
The sun has been moving southward 
in the sky since the summer solstice in 
June, and the length of daylight has 
been growing shorter. The autumnal 
equinox on Sept. 22 marks the instant 
at which the sun crosses the equator, 
moving south, and the length of the 
day is about equal to the length of the 
night 
(The actual date on which 
sunrise and sunset differ by exactly 
twelve hours varies 
with 
your 
location.) 
For the next 178 days, 20 hours, and 
4 minutes, the sun will be shining 
more strongly on the Southern 
Hemisphere of our planet. The day in 
the Northern Hemisphere will con­ 
tinue to grow shorter until the time of 
the winter solstice on Dec. 21. 
The sun will next cross the equator, 
going north and opening the spring 
season in the Northern Hemisphere at 
6:34 p m EST on March 20, 1978

by 
equipment, 
materials, professional teachers and 
indoor and outdoor space geared to 
the learning needs of the five-year-old 
child. 
In 
kindergarten 
the 
youngsters 
have their first taste of the traditional 
subjects 
of reading, 
writing, 
ar-, 
thmetic and science, which form 
building blocks for future educational 
growth. Also, the students gain first 
hand experiences in other areas 
important to their development such 
as social studies, 
language arts, 
recreation, health, physical education 
and the humanities. 
About half of the kindergarteners 
attend school at the elementaries in 
the morning, 8:30 to 11:15 a.m., with 
the remainder going in the afternoon, 
11:45 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. The kin­ 
dergarten programs in all of Plano’s 
elementaries are similar. 
A ctivity, whether individual or 
group, seems to be the key word in a 
kindergarten class, such as in the 
afternoon group of Hila Pepmiller at 
Aldridge E lem entary in Canyon 
Creek. 
“Children at this age do not think 
abstractly. They are in their concrete 
stage of development,” the teacher 
explained. “Everything we do, we try 
to have the children experience.” 
The teacher of 17 years added, 
“ Five-year-olds 
learn 
by 
their 
sen ses-feelin g , touching, seeing, 


hearing and smelling-and with actual 
experiences.” 
One program 
illustrating 
the 
concrete method of teaching is Alpha 
Time, a lesson series that helps 
students learn the alphabet and how to 
recognize sounds. 
Each week a large inflatable letter, 
such as “ Mr. Munching Mouth,” pays 
a visit to the class. The students learn 
the letter by writing it, singing about 
.it, acting it out and even cooking 
something that starts with the letter. 
Mrs. 
P epm iller’s class of 20 
students takes place in an open space 
classroom, as do all kindergarten 
classes in Plano. Another group of 
kindergarteners and a teacher are 
just a few feet away, separated by 
moveable furniture. Sometimes the 
two classes combine for activities. 
Much of the classroom interaction 
takes place while the students and 
teacher are sitting in a circle on the 
carpeted floor. Tables and chairs 
scaled down to the size of the young 


students provide more work space. 
From class discussion in the circle, 
Mrs. Pepmiller said she is able to 
learn about the language development 
of each of the students. In turn, the 
youngsters have the opportunity to 
expand their language skills as a 
means of communication and ex­ 
pression. 
“ All classroom activities help 
develop language sk ills,” 
Mrs. 
Pepmiller pointed out. “Everything 
we do in the classroom deals with 
early reading and 
writing 
ex­ 
periences.” 
Sixteen 
learning centers 
dotted 
around the room teach the students 
through work and reinforcement of 
already learned skills as well as 
allowing some individualized learning 
time. 
For example, the children might 
learn role playing and how to make 
judgements at the home center, gross 
and fine motor skills at the block

Today, she oversees the 
English programs for all secondary 
schools in the Plano Independent 
School District—working closely with 
teachers who once sat as students in 
her classroom. 


The 15-year PISD teaching veteran 
now serves as secondary English 
coordinator for the district and 
although she said that she has always 
“found total joy in the classroom,” 
Mrs 
Mischen feels that the coor­ 
dinating job is an important one for 
Plano students. 
“Every living, breathing soul takes 
English, and people pass and fail their 
other subjects on their academic 
(English) skills,” she explained “A 
student without reading and com­ 
position 
skills 
can’t 
succeed 
elsewhere.” 


Mrs Mischen has a variety of duties 
in her new position In the first few 
mor.ths of this school year, she will 
concentrate on composition skills, 
hoping to improve those skills in 
students district-wide 
“Once upon a time when there was 
just one school at one grade level, a 


department chairman could handle 
the curriculum,” she said. “But now 
we need to have the students get a 
comparable education We want to 
make sure we have the same stan­ 
dards 
across 
the 
district—that 
whatever school a student comes out 
of, he’s at the same level as students 
from the other schools.” 
Named Texas State Teacher of the 
Year in 1971, Mrs Mischen will also 
write curriculum for all secondary 
grade levels and will be responsible 
for helping to choose new textbooks 
for the district. 


As new schools open throughout the 
PISD, she will select new materials to 
be used and will work with teachers to 
plan the English programs. 
“Also, they’ve declared that every 
teacher in the district will be a 
teacher 
of 
com position,” 
Mrs. 
Mischen added, referring to a recent 
School Board edict that every teacher 
reinforce writing skills in their 
classes 


"One of my jobs will be to teach how 
refrigeration teachers (in the air 
conditioning 
and 
refrigeration 
program at the senior high) can teach 
composition to their students.” 
Bettye Mischen says that her goal 
for the overall English program in 


Plano is “to make it, obviously, the 
very best there is 
.perhaps we’re 
already the very best, but just to 
ensure that.” 
After teaching Plano high school 
students for the past 15 years, Mrs. 
Mischen said that she could not 
relinquish all of her classroom time 
with the advent of the new coor 
dinator’s job. She still teaches a class 
in Advanced Placement English for 
seniors at PSHS. 
“You can’t spend as many happy 
hours in the classroom as I have 
without feeling a wrench,” she said, 
explaining her feelings on the new out- 
of-classroom position 
“I’d rather 
teach Macbeth’ than eat lunch! But I 
really feel a need for this new position 
and I find it a challenge.” 
Working with the many teachers iii 
the district who used to be her 
students is a plus for the coordinating 
job, Mrs. Mischen said. 
“Everywhere I go I see products of 
the Plano schools in my ex-students,” 
she concluded “Although it’s wrong 
to take personal pride in their ac­ 
complishments, because everyone’s 
accomplishments are their own, it is 
still a feeling of pleasure to see that 
we did it. The big joy is to see how 
beautifully the people you’ve cared 
about through the years are doing.”

Local Statistics Report 
Criminals Active Again

Crime has shot up again in Plano. 
During August, 277 major crimes 
were reported to police. 
This 38 percent increase over July 
can be attributed primarily to a 76 
percent jump in burglaries and a 37 
percent increase in thefts. 
These burglaries and thefts might 
have been prevented, if homeowners 
had taken more care. Sixty two 
percent of the burglaries involved no 
force. In only 17 cases did a burglar 
have to break a lock or window. Most 
of the thefts also involved property in 
plain view. 
In a monthly report to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, police noted 
that most other crimes remained 
fairly constant. 
One rape was 
reported in August and in July, but 
robberies declined from five in July to 
only one during the past month. That 
robbery was cleared by arrest. 
Eight of the 17 reported assaults 


were also cleared by police. Fifteen 
assaults occurred in July. Other July 
offenses were 30 burglaries, 143 thefts 
and six auto thefts. 
The August report indicates that 
police cleared six of 53 burglaries, 20 
of 1% thefts and four of nine auto 
thefts. The departm ent’s overall 
clearance rate was 14 percent. 
About 43 percent of property 
reported m issing was recovered. 
Police said property valued at $79,720 
was reported stolen while articles 
valued at $34,323 were recovered. 
Among the stolen articles were 
$3,662 in money, 
$537 recovered; 
$6,257 in jewelry, $300 recovered; $297 
in clothing, $48 recovered; $26,370 in 
vehicles, $13,800 recovered; $250 in 
office equipment, none recovered; 
$6,585 in televisions, radios and 
stereos, $76 recovered; 
$3,878 in 
firearms, none recovered; $1,445 in 
household goods, $500 recovered; $192 
in consumable goods, $2 recovered; 


and $30,784 in miscellaneous, $19,060 
recovered. 
The report notes that thefts ac­ 
counted for $36,849 in stolen property. 
Twenty-three percent of the thefts 
were from motor vehicles. 
Thefts reported included 45 from 
motor vehicles, 41 motor vehicle parts 
and accessories, 31 bicycles, six from 
buildings, six from coin operated 
machines, four by shoplifting and 63 
miscellaneous. 
Officers arrested 92 adults in 
August including one for robbery, one 
for assault, one for forgery, one for 
vandalism, four for possession of 
marijuana, eight for driving while 
intoxicated, 
six 
for 
public 
in­ 
toxication, one for disorderly conduct 
and 69 for all other offenses. 
Thirty-six juveniles were arrested 
including five for burglary, one for 
vandalism , 
four for public 
in­ 
toxication, one for disorderly conduct, 
one for violation of curfew, three as 
runaways and 21 for all other offenses.

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THE RADIO HOBBYIST

Perlman to Solo 
With Symphony 


Just what is amateur “ ham” radio and why does it exist? 
Amateur radio is as old as radio itself and dates back to the turn of the century when there 
were no radio stations except amateur experimenters tinkering with electronics. Even 
Marconi, the teen age Italian credited with being the first to use radio waves for signaling 
considered himself an amateur. In 1919, an amateur (Frank Conrad of Pittsburgh, Pa.) was 
the first to broadcast to the general public from his garage. It was the amateur “ ham” 
operator that discovered radio signals can“ skip” off the upper atmosphere and return to 
earth sometimes thousands of miles away. In 1912, President Taft signed the first amateur 
radio regulations into law. “ Ham” radio exists in nearly every country and the frequencies 
utilized by the amateur service are agreed upon by the member countries of the ITU, the 
Geneva, Switzerland, based United Nations agency that deals with telecommunications. CB 
is not recognized internationally as is amateur radio. 
The Communications Act of 1934 created the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) 
a board of seven commissioners who are empowered to regulate all interstate and foreign 
communications originating within the United States. According to the FCC, the amateur 
service was established so that the experimenter would be able to continue to contribute to 
the advancement of the radio art; advance radio communication and technical skills; 
provide noncommercial communication services-particularly emergency communication; 
increase the number of trained radio operators and to continue the amateur’s unique ability 
to enhance international good will. 
Who can become a “ ham” radio operator? W hat are the requirements? 
Any citizen or national of the United States can apply for an amateur radio license. There 
are no age requirements. Five year olds have become licensed “ hams” . The amateur 
licensing structure is such that as you become more proficient in radio law, Morse Code and 
electronic theory - you can qualify for higher class licenses that yield more privileges. The 
entry level is the Novice license, the next level is the Technician, the General, Advanced and 
Amateur Extra Class license. To get a Novice license, one must send and receive the Morse 
Code at 5 words per minute and know very elementary radio law and theory. It is NOT dif­ 
ficult at all. Anyone interested in becoming a “ ham” should be able to do it in a very few 
weeks. It can be done by self-study by obtaining a code record or tape and an amateur radio 
license manual. The Novice examination is administered by another licensed “ ham” . 
W hy does an amateur “ ham” radio operator have to know the code? Isn’t it outdated? 
The international laws of the ITU require that all amateurs around the world understand 
Morse Code signals. This is just not an FCC requirement...in fact the FCC does not have the 
power to eliminate the code requirement below 144 MHz - even if it wanted to. There is just no 
legal way for a CBer to become a “ ham” and use amateur frequencies without being 
proficient in Morse Code. The FCC could, however, authorize use of “ ham” frequencies in the 
VHF and up range without knowledge of the code and it has proposed to do just this. The 
“ Communicator Class” license could become a reality in the near future. Furthermore, the 
next general meeting of the ITU countries will be held in 1979 and there is widespread feeling 
that the amateur rules will be thoroughly overhauled. It might be that no code will be 
required after September 1979. 
I would like to become a “ ham” but how do I get started? 
The best way is to enter an amateur radio class being held locally in your area by a “ ham” 
radio club. “ Ham” clubs are always eager to help a newcomer to enter the hobby. Look 
around for a “ ham” antenna and ask the owner if there is such a club or class in your area. I’ll 
bet there is! If you can’t find a class, then try to locate a “ ham” that will help you. If all else 
fails, buy a code tape or record and learn the code yourself without any help from anyone. 
Many have done it. The FCC questions on the exam can be found in an amateur license 
manual that is commercially available in a local radio supply outlet. 
Why are amateur radio operators called “ hams” ? I don’t get the connection. 
There are many theories and no one is absolutely certain. Here are some of them. The 
letters HAM were derived from the initials of the last name of three New England amateurs 
around 1910. Another version is that HAM was the 3 initials of one of the first amateurs and 
were his initials and call sign. One story is that “ ams” were what British amateurs called 
themselves and American’s pronounced it “ hams” . Another theory is that in the early days of 
amateur radio, broadcasting music and entertainment was legal and since professional 
entertainers were frequently called “ hams” , it also applied to amateur radio operators.

problems, such as 
losing 
paper copy and handling 
messy carbon paper. 
Journalists are using video 
display term inals to write, 
edit and prepare copy for the 
2 4 - h o u r - a - d a y 
n e w s 
operation. The text-editing 
computer term inals link the 
CBS-owned and operated 
news station via satellite to 
United Press International’s 
Inform ation Storage and 
Retrieval System computers 
in New York. 
A reporter sits at a video 
terminal and prepares a 
story, editing and tra n ­ 
sposing words, phrases and 
even entire paragraphs with 
a speed impossible before 
the advent of space-age 
journalism With a few keys­ 
trokes, he or she can create 
blank space within a story 
and insert instructions for 
the use of taped actualities. 
Previously, the copy had to 
be tom, then glued or taped 
to the audio tape instructions 
sheet. 
If a paper copy of the story 
is needed, the re p o rte r 
presses a button and the 
copy 
is 
autom atically 
printed out at a speed of 1,200 
words a minute on a nearby 
machine. By the time the 
journalist can reach the high 
speed printer, the copy is 
ready. 
Because of the nature of 
the video equipment and the 
computer, the edited copy is 
‘c le a n ” — free of the 


handwritten 
notes, 
in­ 
stru ctio n s 
and 
changes 
scribbled on copy under the 
old system 
"I love it,” Managing 
Editor Larry Cooper said. 
‘‘A few staffers were wary 
of the change,” Cooper said, 
“ but, 
as 
they 
become 
familiar with'the system and 
see its potential, they con­ 
vert.” 
William B. Ketter, U PI’s 
vice president for broadcast 
services, said the project 
was in the planning stages 
for eight months, and he 
forsees 
m ore 
com ­ 
puterization and text editing 
in the industry’s future. 
‘‘This project is the first 
step in what we believe will 
be a gradual conversion to 
electronic news systems in 
broadcasting,” Ketter said.
